Elevator companies and other buy- 
ers of wheat are not the only, ones 
who make-use of the future trading 
facilities.....The: milling companies 
find it: necessary. to make contracts 
with their customers in advance for 
the delivery of flour at future dates, 
and they are‘not only able to protect 
themselves’ against price fluctuations, 
and at the same time conserve capital 
and storage space, by buying the 
grain to fill those sales on terms of 
future delivery and payment. Their 
relation to the future market is com- 
plimentary to that of the country ele- 
vator coinpanies, and the underlying 
principle is the same. 

Hedging is therefore, not specula- 
tion; it is the avoidance of specula- 
tion. It is a form of insurance, and 
is the foundation on which rests the 
extreme liquidity of grain as a com- 


! modity. The lessening of risks which 


is reflected in lower 
ers and consumers, yet hedging is the 
feature which comes in for criticism. 
True, hedging facilities can be made 
use of by speculators who may buy 
or sell grain which they do not, and 
never expect to, actually possess; such 
rations are hard to defend, but it 
that specula- 
tions cannot cause great swings of 
prices.. The dealer. who depresses 
wheat by?-selling short, at once be- 
comes a: potential buyer, whose influ- 
ence, when he finally comes into the 
market, will-be towards raising prices. 
Unless his judgment of the situation 
has been correct, and world prices of 
wheat are.tending downwards when he 
sold, he gan make no profit. Wheat 
is a standard commodity of universal 
use, the price of which is fixed by 
the demand and supply of the world; 
and in this price the speculators of 
any market-cannot make a permanent 
change. The drastic amendments to 
the present system of trading in grain 
which were first freely proposed have 
now been considerably modified. There 
ig probably a more general recognition 
of the fact that any legislative in- 
terference with a delicately organized 
market is; dangerous ,and that even 
measures designed to do away with 
the posibilities for speculation pure

- MANIFESTO TO THE 
ALBERTA ELECTORS

Sdmonton, June 24.—Following is 
the manifesto issued last evening to 
the electors of Alberta by Premier 
Stewart: 

In all provinces of Canada it has 
been the custom of governments to 
appeal to the people some little time 
before the full limit of the term for 
which they have been elected. This 
fact has caused the people of Alberta 
to expect a provincial election this |t 
summer, and as a result of persistent 
rumors of an early appeal to the peo- 
ple an election campaign has been 
started, Such a campalgn, once 
started, will continue until the elee- 
tions are over. 

Under these circumstances the duty 
of the government igs clear.. Pro- 
longed election controversy, with all 
its unsettling influences is not to the 
public interest. No department of the 
government can function normally ial 
efficiently while such conditions pre- 
vail.) The months of June and July 
are months of comparative leisure, 
and various kinds of public gather- 
ings give opportunity for the discus: 
sion of public affairs. No time could] 
be chosen which would give the farm- 
ers and the people generally a better 
opportunity to become informed of 
the issues of an election, It has 
therefore been decided to call an el- 
ection, and writs have been issued 
accordingly, 

There ure times in the life of every 
government when certain lurge pro- 
grams are completed and others be- 
gun, when the, stage must be cleared 
for a new setting. Such a period has 
been reached: in this province, and 
it is well that the people should be 


1 consulted now regarding both the re- 


eS | 


cord of things accomplished and the 
new policies that are being enunci- 
ated. 

AGRICULTURE—The Alberta gov-! 
ernment has always recognized fully 
that the basis of our material pros- 
perity must rest upon the develop- 
ment of our agricultural and livestock 
industries. 

Great care hus, therefore, been given 
to legislation concerning the welfare 
of the farmers, the Livestock Encour- 
agement act alone having been a 
splendid contribution toward the es- 
tablishing of many new farms and 
profitable herds. 

To promote agricultural education, 
the government has established a sys- 
tem of agricultural ‘schools, the finest 
in Canada. ‘These schools are not 
only providing the young men and 
women of the farm with training in 
agricultural science and farm econ- 
omics, but they are also giving a se- 
cond chance to young men and wo- 
men who have had no earlier oppor- 
tunity to complete their public school 
training. 

EDUCATION—The war has shown 
that education is the vital need of a 
reconstructed civilization. The peo- 
ple of Alberta are fully alive to the 
need of better educational facilities, 
and the government has kept abreast 
of the popular desire in this regard, 
In the last three years grants to ed: 
ucation have increased from $1,308, 
000 to $2,570,000. During the years of 
the war the schools were faced with 
a grave crisis owing to a shortage in 
the supply of teachers, The govern: 
ment attacked the problem from var- 
lous angles. One policy which has 
been particularly effective was that 
of advancing government loans to co- 
yer the cost of normal school training. 
This policy has largely increased the 
number of teachers, particularly from 
the rural districts. Today all of the 
4,000 schools in the province are in 
operation and their progress will be 
less difficult. 

PUBLIC HEALTH—During recent 
years the importance of preserving the 
health of the people has been fully re- 
alfsed. The government has done its 
best to meet the persistent demands 
from all sections of the province for 
health inspection of schools; for a 
system of public health nursing; for 
the direction of child welfare work, 
and for the furnishing of nursing and 
medical service to the frontiers of 
settlement. The increase in the ex- 
penditure on health work from $121,- 
000 in 1917 to $600,000 in 1921, is sub- 
stantial evidence of the efforts of the 


‘ 
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government to meet the desires of the 
people in this regard. 

ROADS AND BRIDGES—Good roads 
are an absolute necessity to the 
prosperity of the province. The rapid 
development of motor transport has 
rendered it imperative that the gov- 
ernment should embark on a greater 


‘good roads” policy. In co-operation 
with the municipalities of the pro- 
vince the government has pledged it- 
seM to make a determined effort to the 
limit of its financial ability to build 
up and maintain an adequate system 
of roads in all parts of Alberta.

TELEPHONES—During the war 
years and after, telephone construc- 
tion was of necessity discontinued, 
During the last two years renewed ef- 
fort has been made to overtake the 
huge arrears that have accumulated, 
With the completion of this year's 
work, almost $8,000,000 will have been 
added to the investment of the prov- 
ince in the telephone system within 
two yearS. The total status of the 
telephone is now approximately $15,- 
000,000, which constitutes a large per- 
centage of the public debt and which 
through its own earning power is en- 
tirely self-sustaining. It is the inten- 
tion of the government to continue to 
extend the telephone system until 
every community that desires the ser- 
vice has been reached. 

LABOR—With the continued devel- 
opment of the industries of the 
province, the importance of the prob- 
lems involved would seem to warrant 
the early establishment of a depart- 
ment of labor with a deputy minister 
in charge. This proposal will be laid 
before the legislature at its next ses- 
sion, and if’ approved should greatly 
fucilitate the satisfactory handling of 
many labor problems. 

LEGISLATION AND JUSTICE — 
Greater care than ever before is being 
exercised in’ the preparation of new 
legislation. Radical ‘changes and 
ameidments * are” being’ scrutinized 
with caution. The administration of 
justice, which owing to increased pop- 
ulation and new problems, has called 
for greatly increased expenditure, has 
been enforced with a firm and impar- 
tial hand, 

FUTURE POLICIES—Natural  re- 
sources—The need for ever-increas- 
ing revenues has made it Imperative 
that this province should secure con- 
trol of its natural resources, It is a 
pleasure to be able to announce that 
at last this government and that of 
the Dominion have agreed upon the 
general principle according to which 
the natural resources will be turned 
over to the province. The details 
have still to be arranged, but the ear- 
Jy settlement of this question fs as- 
sured. 

It will be the-policy of the govern- 
ment to preserve and administer the 
natural resources for the welfare of 
all the people, to carry out larger 
policies relating to education, public 
health and industrial and scientific 
research, No better use could be 
made of the natural resources, which 
are the property of all the people, 
than to provide equality of education- 
al opportunity to all the children, 
whom it is the business of the state 
to educate. 

IRRIGATION AND DRAINAGE—A 
policy of great importance and un- 
limited possibilities is that of lending 
provincial assistance to make possi- 
ble frrigation schemes in the drought 
areas and afford drainage where 
drainage is needed. This policy has 
been adopted after much careful con- 
sideration and nothing has been omit- 
ted to secure absolute safety to the 
treasury of this province. 

The results will quickly come in in- 
creased production of agricultural 
wealth, which will insure the province 
of increased revenues anr guarantee 
us against the repetition of the large 
demands for temporary relief. 

NATURAL RESOURCES—It will 
also be the policy of the government 
to continue the work of the advisory 
council on scientific research and in- 
dustrial research so as to develop 
speedily the wealth fo our resources. 
Tt will be our duty to secure the 
maximum benefit from our vast de- 
posits of coal, tar sands, building and 
road material, salt, gypsum, and all 
other wealth that lies hidden in our 
province, and.this can only be done by 
systematic and scientific research. 

RETURNED SOLDIERS—The re- 
turn of some 45,000 Alberta men from 
overseas created problems that de- 
manded attention, While these prob-

| THE FOURTH 
SEMI-MONTHLY 
CROP REPORT 


Crop conditions generally through- 
out the province are in fairly satisfac. 
tory condition.” The month of June 
hus been rather dry over most of the 
province. Nearly every. part has been 
visited by local showers but there has 
been no steady rain to saturate the 
ground. Conditions in Grande Prairie 
and Peace River districts are except- 
ionally good, this territory having had 
more rain than any other part of the 
province. The Grande Prairie corres- 
pondent reports’ that tlie prospect for 
a crop is the best in the history of the 
district at this‘time of the year. The 
remainder ofthe province is all in 
need of rain atthe present time. The 
north’ centrals portion: has~ had’ sufti- 
cient scattered showers to keep the 
crops growing and’ in certain areas of 
this dictrictthere® is sufficient mois- 
ture to carry the crop for some time. 
In the more southerly, districts. mois- 
ture has been very-short for a period 
of about two weeks except in a very 
few parts where local showers have 
fallen. Over a considerable area the 
dry weather hus been of sufficient dur- 


week there is still.a chance for a good 
crop in most districts, On account of 
the cool dry spring hay’ will be short. 
A considerable amount of wheat {s al- 
ready shot. This is an early record 
for grain being in: head particularly 
for the northern sections. 

Grasshoppers have hatched in large 
numbers throughout the south and 
central portions of the province and 
some have been reported as far north 
as High Prairie. In all cases farmers 
are energetically fighting the pest con- 
sequently there is no great danger of 
serious damage being done and there 
has been practically no loss up to the 
Present time. Cutworms have been 
prevalent over limited areas in the 
south but the period in which they do 
damage {fs now past and much of the 
crop destroyed has been receded to 
Green feed. Soil drifting has caused 
very little damage and crops are suffi- 
ciently far advanced now so that no 
loss from this source is anticipated 
this year,

SUNFLOWERS AS 
A SILAGE CROP 


Much interest is being taken, both 
in Canada and the United States in 
the value of sunflowers as a silage 
crop, particularly in districts where 
corn is not a reliable crop. The claim 
is made that sunflowers are 4 hardier 
crop than corn, notwithstanding. both 
drouth and frost to a greater degree. 
Insofar as the claims put forth for 
sunflowers as a food for cattle are 
virtually “of recent origin, experiments 
and investigation regarding them‘ are 
practically in an introductory stage. 
It is interesting to note, however, that 
an analysis of sunflower silage fed at 
an Idaho agricultural 
station indicated that it compared fav- 


orably with corn silage. In Canada al-| 


so studies of the relative value of sun- 
flowers and corn for silage purposes 
suggest that in nutrition there is not 
any great difference, although corn is 
to be preferred where it can be plen- 
tifwlly and easily grown. Where this 
is not the case, ‘sunflowers are an ex- 
cellent substitute.

The Fourth Session of the Fourth Legislature 
‘of the Province of Alberta was<opened by His 
Honour Lieutenant Governor Brett, on Tuesday, 
February 15th, and came to a close» on 
Tuesday, April 19th. Tous ‘ 


PUBLIC ACT 


1,—AN ACT TO AMEND THE LIQUOR ACT. 

After the Ist day of June, 1921, no physician 
shall be furnished with more than one hundred 
prescription forms in a month, unless he makes 
application’ in writing, giving reasons for. re- 
quiring more. NN 

After the 1st day of May, 1921, every chemist 
and druggist shall upon his first order reccive 
a reasonable quantity of liquor, but shall not 
thereafter purchase a greater number of bottles 
thanhas been dispensed by him from the date of 
his last preceding purchase as shown by original 
pres ipdone delivered by him to the vendor: 

rovided, however, that upon proof atisiactory, 
to the vendor a druggist may purchase such 
additional quantity as shall be reasonably ac-} 
counted for, as having been used with other 
drugs in filling prescriptions not exclusively 
liquor. Notwithstanding the amount of liquor 
called for by any prescription, only one sealed 
bottle shall be sold by a druggist upon any pre- 
scription and no bottle supplied by a vendor toa 
drugpist shall be opened by the latter except 
for the purpose of filling prescriptions for twelve 
ounces of liquor or less, and in such case no other. 
bottle shall be opened until the liquor in the first 
mentioned bottle is exhausted by filling such 
prescriptions, ' 

No veterinary surgeon shall be entitled to pur- 
chase more than one gallon of liquor during any 
one. month. : 

‘Any chemist or druggist who colourably for 
medicinal purposes sells liquors to be consumed 
by any person as a beverage shall on summary 
conviction thereof be liable to a penalty of not 
less than Four Hundred Dollars ($400), nor 
more than One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) and 
costs, and in default of payment thereof to im- 
prisonment for a period of not less than three 
months, and shall moreover be disqualified 
from selling or purcliasing liquor as a privileged 
person for a period of six months, and upon 
conviction for any offence committed,subsequent 
to a first conviction shall be ‘liable to impri- 
sonment for a period of six months and without 
the option of a fine, and, in addition,: shall be 
disqualified from selling or purchasing liquor 
for a period of two years from the conviction. 

Any person in the employ of a chemist or drug- 
gist who commits any act which if he were such 
chemist or druggist would render him liable 
toa penalty as such under the provisions of the 
previous paragraph: shall be liable to the said 
penalty. 

When any person has been convicted of an 
offence committed in a drug store, then in addi- 
tion to all other penalties no liquor shall there- 
after be sold by any person whatsoever upon 
the premises whercon the offence was committed 
for a period of six months in the case of the first 
offence, and for a period of one year in the case 
of a conviction for a subsequent offence. 

All convictions made before the passing of the 
1921 amendments shall be reckoned as convic- 
tions for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
any conviction made after such passing is a 
subsequent, second or third offence, within the 
meaning of the Act, excepting as to the new 

enalties provided prohibiting the sale of liquor 
In a drug store upon conviction obtained. 

When any chemist or druggist or employee 
is convicted in connection with the selling of 
liquor in a drug store then all liquor found there- 
in shall be forfeited to His Majesty, and may 
be taken possession of by any officer or constable 
of the Alberta Provincial Police or of the police 
force of any municipality and forwarded to the 
premises of the nearest. vendor to be disposed 
of upon order of the Attorney-General. 

No chemist or druggist shall .have in his 
possession any liquor other than that supplied 

a vendor, and in the eventsof the inspector 
of drug stores having reason to believe that any 
liquor in a druggist’s store was not purchased 
from a vendor, he may forthwith take possession 
of the same and retain it so long as necessary for 
the purposes of evidence. 

Such possession by any chemist or druggist 
or the presence in any drug store, of any liquor 
other than liquor purchased from the vendor 
shall be conclusive evidence that such liquor is 
kept for sale contrary to the. provisions of this 


ct. 

On and after the 19th day of April, 1921, any 
new drug store being established in any city, 
town or village having at the time one or more 
drug stores in operation, such new drug store 
shall not be permitted to fill prescriptions for 

liquor until such store has been in continuous 

operation for a period of six months. 

Any person conducting a retail store in any 
town, village or hamlet where there is no drug 
store may scll such patent medicines as a 
druggist is permitted to sell under this Act. 

The general penalties have been increased as 
follows: Not less than $100 nor more than 
$200 is now Not less than $200 nor more than 
$1,000. 

Not less than $10 nor more than $100 is now 
Not less than $20 nor more than $200, 

Not less than $100 nor more than $300-is now 
Not less than $200 nor more than $500. * 

In the event of an appeal from the convic- 
tion by a magistrate or justice of the peace, the 
penalty prohibiting the sale of liquor in a drug 
store imposed by this Act shall notwithstanding 
any appeal be effective pending the disposition 
of the case on appeal. 

All fines levied under the Act shall fall into 
the General Revenue of the Province, excepting 
in the cases of offences occurring in any muni- 
cipality and prosecuted to a conviction by the 

* Police or any Officer of the municipality, in which 
event the fines shall be paid over by the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer to the municipality procuring 
the convictions. ~ 


2.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE DOMESTIC 
ANIMALS ACT. 


The definition of ‘animal running at large" is 
amended by striking out the words “in charge" 
and substituting ‘under the immediate, con- 
tinuous and effective control.” 

“Day” shall mean a period of twenty-four 
hours. : 

The definition of “prohibited animal" is ex- 
tended to mean any animal prohibited by by-law 
from running at large ina municipality or part 
thereof. 

“Resident'’ shall mean any person who resides 
within a municipality and is either a tax-payer 
or a tenant at a fair value rental of lands therein 

Each animal in any herd, band or flock shall be 
deemed to be running at large, unless the herd, 
band or flock is under the charge of a sufficient 
number of herders to ensure the easy retention 
of immediate, continuous and effective control 
over each animal comprised in the same. 

Subject to the exemptions given in Section 
7 of the Act, the Minister may by Order 
prohibit the grazing of any domestic animal or 
any class thereof upon unfenced land other than 
land owned by the actual owner of the animals 
and by like order may prohibit the running 
at large of the same withinany specified part of 
anfextra-municipal area.

7.—-AN ACT. TO: AMEND. THE :VITAL 

f STATISTICS ACT.) 

- The Deputy Minister of Healthshall be Regis- 
trar General and the Licutenant “Governor: in 
Council shall appoint a Deputy. Registrar 
General. EES 
Every Registrar upon registering the death 
of and before issuing a burial pers with’ respect 
to an infant under one year of age shall ascertain 
the place of birth, and: if the same is within his 
registration district | shall not.isstie the permit 
until the birth is registered. CoH sa 

Where death occurs outside the Province, or in 
a registration district other than that in which 
the burial is to take place a certificate of registra- 
tion of death signed by the proper officer at the 
place of death, or by the registrar of the district 
in which the death occurred, as.the case may be, 
shall be sufficient authority for the issue of a 
burial permit. , 

In the event of the child being born dead, 
both the birth and death shall be registered 
and notice of each shall be filed with the’ district 
registrar in the usual manner. 3 

he fee for searches of original entries of 
births, marriages and deaths has been changed 
from twenty-five cents foreach search to twenty- 
five cents for each period of three years or 
fraction thereof covered by the search. 


8.—THE WATER SE DISTRICT ACT, 
20. 


The managers had power under the Act ‘to 
impose an cqual rate per acre upon the area 
to be irrigated.” This has been amended to 
read “to impose upon the occupiers. of the 
‘land within the district an equal rate per acre 
of the area to be irrigated.” Any rate so im- 
posed shall constitute a debt from the person 
upon whom it is imposed to the managers and 
may be recovered in the same manner as the 
Municipal tax. pA 

By-laws in regard to maintenance of irrigation 
ditches may, provide for such by allotting for 
maintenance to each person in the association 
a certain portion of the ditches which may include 
crossings of roads and the structures in connec- 
tion therewith, and it shall be the duty of each 
person to properly maintain his portion. If he 
does not doso the managers may give him written 
notice to repair within one week, and if he does 
not do so they may have the work done and 
collect the cost and any expenses from the 
sperson in default asa rate imposed by the Act. 

When any member of an association wilfully 
permits damages to be caused by the careless or 
improper use of irrigation water he shall be liable 
for the costs of repairing such damages and the 
managers may assess as a rate under the Act. 

The secretary is made the returning officer for 
any annual election after the first election, and 
the notice of such election need not set forth 
the area of the district. The secretary-treasurer 
before entering on his duties shall give a bond 
in an amount satisfactory to the managers for 
the faithful performance of his duties. 

Scction 22 of the Act is struck out. 


9.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE REGISTERED 
NURSES ACT. 


Every applicant for registration after the first 
day of May, 1921, shall (a) have received at 
least three years’ training in medical, surgical 
and obstetrical work at a general hospital’ or 
hospitals recognized by the Senate of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta; (b) pass the qualifying examin- 
ation required by the Act; (c) pay the fee of $5.00: 
Provided that any applicant resident in Alberta 
on the 18th day of April, 1916, and then possess- 
ing a certificate of graduation from a hospital 
which provided for at least’ two years’ training, 
es he comply with the requirements of (a) 
or (b). 

Any person who is registered as a nurse under 
the laws of any other province, state or country 
may upon payment of the fee be registered 
without further examination, if the Senate of the- 
University of Alberta is satisfied that the stand- 
ing of qualification for registration required there- 
in is at least equivalent to that required in Al- 
berta. Wee 

The Senate of the University of Alberta shall: 

(1) Satisfy itself that any person entering 
upon a course of hospital training leading to 
registration has passed the Grade VIII. examina- 
tion of the Public School course of the Province 
or has equivalent educational standing. 

(2) Fixed standards of training with regard 
to bed, capacity classes, lectures and other 
factors making for efficiency. 

(3) Refuse recognition of any hospital in 
which such standards are not observed. 

(4) Prescribe the subjects and scope of the 
qualifying examination and appoint examiners to 
conduct the same. 


10.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE AGRICUL- 
TURAL SOCIETIES ORDINANCE. 


A new society shall not be formed unless its 
chief place of business is at least twenty-five 
miles from the chief place of business of any, 
existing socicty. 

The annual meeting of every society shall be 
held between the 30th day of November and the 
11th day of December at a time and place to be 
fixed by the Board of Directors. 

-ayment of grants has been amended as fol- 
ows: 

To each socicty of over one hundred paid-up 
members the grant is fifty cents per member up 
to two hundred members. 

To each society holding an exhibition whose 
total expenditure for prizes exceeds $400.00 in 
the case of the first exhibition, and exceeds $500.00) 
in subsequent exhibitions, the grant is 60% of the 
amount actually paid out for prizes, but not 
exceeding $3,000. Toa society holding a winter 
exhibition of poultry, the grant is 60% of the 
amount paid in prizes without limit as to total 
To a society holding a horticultural exhibition 
or a combined field crop and clean sced exhibi- 
tion, or a spring stallion show, the grant is 60% 
of the amount paid in prizes, not exceeding 
$300.00 for each. Fora field grain competition, 
60%, not exceeding $250.00, and for a good farms 
competition, 60%, not exceeding $100.00. 


11.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE ALBERTA 
INSURANCE ACT. 


Every company or person doing insurance 
business shall forward to the Provincial ‘Trea- 
surer on or before the end of January in every 
year a statement showing the names of all 
agents to whom any such company or person has 
aid a commission during the twelve months 
immediately preceding the first day of January 
of that year. 

No agent of any company or person whomso 
ever shall by means of misleading or false 
statements, procure or induce or attempt to 
procure or induce any person to surrender or 
otherwise avojd any policy of insurance. Any 
tender of money under the provisions of the 
Act may be made by marked cheque drawn upon 
a bank to which the Bank Act applies. 


12,—AN ACT TO AMEND THE SAVINGS 
CERTIFICATE ACT. 


Savings Certificates may be issued for an 
amount not exceeding five million dollars out- 
standing at any one time at a rate of interest not 
to exceed 5% per annum. 

The Lieutenant Governor in Council is em- 
powered to issue Provincial bonds for raising 
money to redeem Savings Certificates and to 
determine the form of such bonds and the rate of 
interest payable thereon.

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Every municipality may in the same manner as 
directed, with regard to by-laws as to the run- 
ning ‘at large of animals, pass a by-law 
prohibiting the’ grazing of any domestic animals 
or. any. class thereof upon unfenced land other 
than-land owned by the actual owner of the 
animals, x 

Any person shall be liable to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding $100 if he when taking his own animal 
from pasture, without the owner's consent takes 
or drives off the,animal of any other person 
grazing with his own, or causes or allows any 
horses or head of cattle belonging to another 
person to be driven with his band or herd more 
than five miles from its gragjng place, provided 
that such person shall not bd liable if he at once 
drives back such animals to the place from which 
he drove them, , 

The power of a municipal district to declare by 
by-law what a lawful fence shall be has been 
taken away. 

The power of the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council to direct that any ‘‘territory’’ shall be 
a pound district has been amended to read 
“part of the extra-municipal area.” 

Every din icipallty, shall be a pound district. 

The Council of every municipality may by by- 
law direct that any or all domestic animals shall 
be prohibited from running at large in any part 
or parts of the municipality, and may in such by- 
law treat the animals which are not the property 
of residents as a distinct class from those owned 
by residents. Form of by-law and the pro- 
cedure for passing same is fully set out in the Act. 

If upon the date to be fixed by Order in Council 
any municipality has not either passed a resolu- 
tion that it does not desire any by-law prohibit- 
ing animals from running at large or from 
any cause has no such. by-law then a form of 
by-law given in the Act shall have force and 
effect in the municipality as if it were a by-law 
duly passed by the council and approved of by 
the resident electors, This form prohibits 
horses, asses, mules, sheep, goats and geese from 
running at large for the entire year in the whole 
emlinieipasey and cattle from running at large 
from the first day of April to the, last day of 
December in each year. 

_If upon such date any municipality !:18 not 
either passed a resolution that it does not desire 
any by-law prohibiting animals from grazing 
upon unfenced lands therein or from any cause 
has no such by-law then no domestic animal 
owned by a person who is not a resident shall be 
permitted, whether in charge of a herder or not, 
to graze on unfenced lands in such municipality. 

By-laws now in force in any municipality with 

regard to the running at large of domestic animals 
shall cease to have any validity upon the date 
hereinbefore mentioned. 
‘ Any animal which is found grazing upon 
unfenced lands in any municipality contrary to 
the by-laws thereof shall be deemed to be an ani- 
mal unlawfully running at large. 

In every municipality the council shall ap- 
point pourfd-keepers and shall publish in one 
issue of a newspaper circulating in the munici- 
pality a list of the pound-keepers and shall in lik 
manner publish any alterations in or additions to 
such list. 

The pound or pounds to serve a municipal 
district may be located in a villag or town lying 
within the outer boundary of the district. 

Every municipality shall be responsible for the 
acts or negligence of the pound-keepers, or their 
agents, and shall be liable for all loss or damage 
resulting therefrom. ; 


Any corral or enclosure other than a building 
used as a pound shall be surrounded by a lawful 
fence, but in no case shall an open barbed- 
wire corral be deemed to be a suitable pound 
unless such corral contains an area of ‘at least 
twenty acres. 

A pound-keeper shall not be entitled to any 
remuneration exceeding in<amount Twelve 
Dollars for the care and sustenance of any animal. 

Part three of the Act shall apply to extra 
municipal aregs only. ~ 

Any sale by an auctioneer made in accordance 
with the formalities required by part five of the 
Act shall vest the ownership of the animals sold 
in the purchaser upon the expiration of: thirty 
days from the date of the sale, unless the former 
owner of the animal has redeemed the same prior 
to that date. 

When any person is deprived of the ownership 
of an animal through the neglect or omission of 
the brand reader to perform any of the dutics 
imposed upon him by this Act then he shall be 
entitled to receive any fine which is recovered 
from the brand reader under the provisions of 
this Act. 

Upon a brand being vented in the case of a 
stray or an entire animal the owner shall pay 
to the brand reader the sum of Three Dollars 
instead of One Dollar as formerly. 

If no bid is offered by any person at a sale, then 
the pound-keeper of the stray or entire animal 
undef parts three or four of the Act shall have 
the right of having the animal knocked down to 
him at a price sufficient to discharge all money 
due to him under the provisions of this Act. 

Notice containing a list of all the fees charge- 
able under this Act shall be furnished to the 
pound-keepers in extra-municipal areas by the 
Minister and in municipal districts by the secre- 
tary, and the pound-keeper, shall be required 
to post such notices in some conspicuous place 
upon the premises where the pound isestablished. 

No person or persons shall conduct a round-up 
uf livestock upon public grazing lands without 
the consent of the Minister,“and upon the 
Minister giving his consent the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council may provide such rules and 
regulations for the conduct of the same as may 
seem proper and convenient. 

Any person contravening any of such rules or 
regulations shall be liable to a penalty of not less 
than Twenty-five Dollars ($25) or more than 
One Hundred Dollars ($100). 

The last Section of the Act bringing it into 
force as to parts of the Act and parts of the 
Province has been repealed. 


3—AN ACT TO AMEND ‘THE PUBLIC 
LIBRARIES. ACT. 


In any city of a population of 50,000 or more 
where there is only one original or main library 
established under this Act, there may be paid 
to the Board in respect of one branch library a 
grant upon the same scale as is paid in respect 
of original or main libraries, 


4.——AN ACT TO AMEND THE PUBLIC 
HEALTH NURSES ACT. 


“Public Health Course’ is substituted for 
“Special Course of Study.” The term of the 
course is fixed ' y the Senate of the University in- 
stead of by the Minister. 


5.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE VENEREAL 
DISEASES ACT. 

Amendments extend the power of the Board to 
have any person under arrest or in custody under 
“The Children's Protection Act " examined 
upon. the advice of a justice. 


6.— AN ACT TO AMEND AN_ ACT 
RESPECTING GAOLS AND PRISONS. 


Five new sections give rules and regulations 
for officers and servants and provide penalties 
for the non-observance of such provisions. 
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13—AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT RE- 
/ ~ SPECTING SUBDIVISION AND 
i OTHER PROPERTIES. 


Provision is made for the division of the re- 
uneration of the commissioner or commissioners 
‘between the Government and-the municipali- 
ties concerned and also for a tariff of fees for 
services to be performed by a commissioner or 
conimissioners under the Act. ¢ 


+ 14—AN ACT TO AMEND THE PUBLIC 
HEALTH ACT. 


‘The Provincial Board is given power to make 
rules and regulations for the licensing, “con- 
struction, maintenance, operation and inspection 
of and provision for medical attendance at ma- 
ternity homes and the licensing of midwives 
and for the reporting, prevention and treatment 
of inlammation of the eyes of new-born children. 

The Board is also given authority to make 
regulations respecting the payment of fees to 
mcical practitioners for reporting cases of 
communicable disease. 

The Council of every city, town or village and 
municipal district shall in each year vote such 
sums as are necessary for the carrying on of the 
work of the Board and all health districts within 
its boundaries, 

The Minister of Public’ Works shall at the 
request of the Minister of Health for the purpose 
of the carrying on of the work of the Board of 
Health within an improvement district, expend 
out of the district fund collected from such im- 

rovement district, such sums of money as may 

¢ necessary. 

Any executive officer who is certified by the 
Provincial Board to be capable of performing 
vaccination or inoculation may vaccinate or 
inoculate any person who so desires. 

In default of payment of a fine imposed for 
breach of the Act or regulations or orders made 
thereunder, the party convicted is liable to im- 
prisonment for a term not exceeding three 
months with or without hard labour. 


15—AN ACT TO AMEND THE IRRIGA- 
TION DISTRICTS ACT, 1920. 


Trustees must be British subjects and voters of 
the district of the full age of twenty-one years. 
Amendments provide the procedure for passing 
by-laws and for their authentication and valida- 
tion. 

Any amount borrowed shall be paid out of the 
irrigation rates for the year and shall after pay- 
ment of the amount falling due to debenture 
holders be first charge thereon. 

Any temporary loan may be guaranteed by the 
Licutenant Governor in Council without any 
further order or authority than is provided by 
the Act. 

The district engineer must be a registered pro- 
ional engineer within the meaning of The 
Engineering Profession Act and his appointment 

must receive the prior approval of the Irrigation 

Council. ; 

No construction of any work shall be directed 
or begun until the same shall have received the 
consent of the Council. 

Proceeds of the sale of debentures may be de- 
posited with the Provincial Treasurer and in- 
vested in provincial securities. 

Pending the regular issue and sale of any 
debentures money may be temporarily raised by 
the Board with the consent of the Minister by 
the deposit of all or any of the debentures as se- 
curity. Such loan with interest shall be repaid 
upon the sale of the debentures. 

If the proceeds of debentures are found to be 
insufficient to complete the proposed works, sup- 
plementary debentures may be issued with the 
permission of the Minister of Public Works. 

The irrigation rate shall be imposed upon 
each parcel of land within the district in respect 
of cach acre therein to be irrigated as shown by 
the last revised assessment roll for the district. 
The assessment, levy and collection of such rate 
shall be made by the treasurer of this district. 

The whole of part four of the original Act 
relating to recovery of rates is repealed, and the 
(treasurer shall prior to the 14th day of August in 
each year prepare lists of all la ds on which ar- 
rears of irrigation rates have not been paid before 
the last preceding Ist day of July. Each such list 
shall be prepared with respect to lands situate 
in the separate municipality and shall on or prior 
to the said 14tli day of August be forwarded to 
the mayor or reeve of such municipality or the 
Department of Municipal Affairs as the case may 
be for enforcement under the provisions of The 
Tax Recovery Act. 

All rates payable under the Act shall be de2med 
to be in arrears if they remain unpaid after the 
31st day of December of the year in which they 
are levied. ; 

Provision is made upon the direction of the 
Minister for the amalgamation of two or more 
districts having no debenture indebtedness. 

Only persons eligible to hold office as trustee 
may be nominated and the candidate in his ac- 
ceptance is required to set out that he is cligible 
to hold office as a trustee. 


16.—AN ACT RESPECTING 
‘ DISTRICTS. 


DRAINAGE 


This isanew Act of 165 sections so that a 
bare outline only is given here, and the reader 
is referred to the Act itself for working particu- 
lars. The provisions of the Act generally are 
similar to those of the Irrigation Districts Act, 
the chief difference being that the irrigation rates 
are collected by the district and drainage rates are 
collected by the municipalities in which the var i- 
ous parcels of land are situated. 

All drainage districts in existence shall be 
continued subject to this Act which calls for a 
new election of trustees within three months of 
the date fixed by Order in Council bringing the 
Act into operation. 

A district may be formed on a petition to the 
Minister ina given form signed by the registered 
owners of at least one-half of the proposed area 
to be included, accompanied by a sum or bond 
sufficient to cover preliminary expenses. Upon 
receipt of petition the Minister may procure an 
engineer to make an examination and prepare 
Z report and estimate as to cost. This report and 
notice of the application shall be published for 
three weeks and if after two weeks from last 
publication no substantial objection has been 
made, the Minister shall appoint a returning 
officer to take a vote as to the formation of the 
district and for the election of a Board of three 
trustees. who must be voters of the district, 
twenty-one years of age and British subjects. 

If the Minister for any reason decides not to 

rocecd, or if the result of the election shows that 
ie than two-thirds of those voting were in 
favour of the scheme, the costs shall be levied 
upon the petitioners in proportion to acreage, and 
shall be recoverable in a manner similar to drain- 
age rates and the scheme dropped by Order, 
otherwise the district shall be formed by order of 
the Minister and the Board shall have power 
to appoint officers, define their duties, fix their 
salaries and exact security for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties. The Board may also 
pass by-laws for paying the members, for bor- 
rowing money for temporary purposes, and for 
imposing a special rate to mect emergency 
expenses, 

There shall be a drainage council of one, two 
or three members appointed by the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council to advise the Board, and no 
by-laws shall be submitted for the issue of de- 
bentures and no debenture money shal! be spent, 
no contract entered into and no rate of assessment 
made without the consent of the Council. A 
debenture by-law shall be carried if two-thirds 
of those voting are in favour of it. If satisfed 
the Minister may assent in writing to the raising 
of the loan, in which case the form of debenture 
and the rate of interest. and the sale price shall 
be subject to the approval of the Provincial 
Treasurer, which approval shall be in writing. 

The proceeds of debentures shall be paid 
directly into a Bank to the credit of such person 
as the Lieutenant Governor in Council may 
direct, or'may be deposited with the Provincial 


Treasurer and invested in Provincial securities 
‘and-no J 
application of the trustees with the approval 
to) 


of the debentures as security. 
complete any work supplementary debentures 


\chargeable against cach parcel of land. A copy 


rtion shall be paid out except on the 


the Council. 

Pending a sale of debentures, money may be 
raised with the consent of the Minister by deposit 
If necessary to 


may be issued. 

The Board shall, not later than the first day 
of February in cach year make an estimate of the 
amount required and pass a by-law imposing a 
drainage rate upon each parcel of land in propor- 
tion to the estimated benefit derived. A col- 
lector's roll shall be made out showing the rate 


for that portion of the district ineach municipal- 
ity, shall be sent to the, Secretary and the taxes 
shall be levied and collected and arrears recovered 
by the municipality the same as municipal taxes 
and the proceeds remitted to the Secretary of the 
District, less one per cent. for collection, before 
the first day of December in each year. 

The person owning or occupying land must 
keep the drainage works free ae obstructions 
through his land, or pay for the removal of 
such if. done by the Board. 

Full procedure is given for the conduct of 
elections, including polls, form of ballots, in- 
structions as to voting, returns. and recounts, also 
for voting‘on debenture by-laws, for the expro- 
priation of lands and for the realizing of execu> 
tions against a Board of trustees. | The Act 
shall come into operation upon such day as may 
be fixed by Order in Council. 


17,—AN ACT TO AMEND THE SUPPLE- 
’ MENTARY REVENUE ACT. 


The Assessor shall assess by valuation and in 
1920 and every fifth year therefrom after the 
disposa! of appeals and revision of assessments, 
he shall forward to the Department of Municipal 
Affairs a statement showing in detail the total 
assessed valuc of the land assessed by valuation, 
and of the acreage held under grazing leases from 
the Government of Canada. 

If the total equalized assessment as fixed by 
the Board differs from that fixed by the assessor 
the difference shall be distributed by a pro rata 
raising or lowering of the assessment of the 
parcels, subject to any special directions as to 
assessment of classes of land given by the Board. 

Where no assessment notices were sent out in 
1920, the Council of a municipal district, or in 
the case of an improvement district, the Minister 
may instruct the assessor in 1921 before June 
Ist to send out such notices, receive, hear, and 
decide appeals and allot to the assessment of the 
parcels any difference between the total amended 
roll and the amount of the equalized assessment 
fixed by. the Board. The Minister is given 
authority to compromise arrears of taxes on lands 
which have been subdivided, whether the plan 
has been cancelled or not. ‘The Municipalit 
shall be paid’ five per cent. of the amount cil: 
lected by it under this Act. 

All lands registered in the name of the Crown 
or the beneficial ownership of which is vested in 
the Crown shall be exempt from assessment 
under this Act, or any other Act and neither the 
Board nor the Assessor shall consider such lands 
in fixing the total assessable valug of the rateable 
lands in a mumicipality. 


18—AN ACT TO AMEND ‘THE 
LANDS TAX ACT. 


The exemption owing to cultivation where the 
owner has several portions of lands within a 
radius of nine miles shall apply, though the lands 
are not in the same assessment district. 

Every quarter-section upon which active 
mining operations are carried on together with 
not more than three quarter-sections contiguous 
thereto, if owned by the same person as the first 
mentioned quarter-scction, shall be exempt from 
the tax under this Act. 

Where any corporation or person has for the 
purpose of irrigating land actually expended on 
irrigation works a sum at least equivalent to 
fifteen dollars per acre of the number of acres 
capable of and intended to be irrigated, then 
every quarter-section included in such land if 
a fourth part of such is capable of irrigation, 
shall be exempt from the tax under this Act. 

Provided that ther: shall be no exemption in 
respect of any land sold or agreed to be sold by 
such corporation or person nor in respect to any 
lands after the irrigation works have been 
constructed orin respect to any land after De- 
cember, 1926. 

The authority to levy and collect the taxes in 
the case of land situated in a municipal district 
shall vest in such district and be regulated by 
the provisions of The Municipal Districts Act 
and The Tax Recovery Act, and in the case of land 
situated in any improvement district, shall vest 
in the Department of Municipal Affairs and be 
regulated by the provisions of The Improvement 
Districts Act and The Tax Recovery Act. Pro- 
vided that in any year an appeal may be made as 
to whether any land assessed as wild land is liable 
to taxation under this Act. 


19.—AN ACT RESPECTING THE TAXA- 
TION OF LAND FOR EDUCA- 
TIONAL PURPOSES. 


All land not exempt shall be annually taxed 
three mills in the dollar of the assessed value. 
The tax on any parcel containing at least one 
acre in any subdivision or in any fraction of a 
section shall be at least two dollars. The tax 
in respect of any parcel of land containing less 
than one acre in any subdivision or in any frac- 
tion of a section shall be at least twenty-five 
cents. Every occupant of land exempt from 
taxation shall be annually taxed three mills in the 
dollar of the assessed value of the land ozcupied 
by him in respect of his interest therein. Every 
occupant under grazing lease or permit shall be 
taxed one and one-half cents per acre of the land 


WILD 


so held. 

Where any minerals are on or beneath any land 
leased or otherwise in the possession cf any person 
other than the owner or if such minerals are 
worked by the owner for sale or use for profit, 
then the lessee or other person or the owner, 
as the case may be, shall be taxed one and one- 
half cents per acre. 

The exemptions are the same as given in the 
old Act with the exceptions given herein. 

A report respecting assessment and taxation 
under the Act shall be sent to the Minister by 
every municipal district on or before the tenth 
day of January ‘in cach year. The Minister 
may compromise arrears of taxes payable to 
him on lands which have been subdivided under a 
registered plan, 

The method of assessment of lands, owners, and 
occupants and the collection and enforcement of 
the taxes levied under this Act shall in the case 
of lands situated in an improvement district 
follow and be regulated by The Improvement 
District Act, and The Tax Recovery Act, and in 
the case of lands in a municipal district shall fol- 
low and be regulated by the provisions of The 
Municipal District Act and The Tax Recovery 
Act. 

A commission shall be paid to each municipal 
district of five per cent. of the amount actually 
collected by it under this Act. 

The Educational Tax Act is hereby repealed. 


20.—AN ACT 'TO PROVIDE FOR AN ULTI- 
MATE HEIR OF LANDS AND NEXT OF 
KIN OF INTESTATE PERSONS 


When any person dics intestate leaving lands 
in Alberta, or being domiciled in Alberta, dies 
intestate leaving personal property in the 
Province, and no person is otherwise than under 
this Act entitled thereto, then the person dying 
intestate shall be deemed to have made a will 
devising or bequeathing such property to the 
University of Alberta: 

Provision is made for the handing over of the 
estate or its value to-an heir or next of kin who 
within six years from the death of the intestate 
establishes his right, but after six years any such 
claimant is barred, 


21.—AN ACT TO’ PROVIDE FOR THE 


MAINTENANCE . OF CHILDREN © AND. 
POOR: PERSONS. 


“Child” shall include illegitimate child and any - 
child of any child and the child of a husband or 


wife by a former marriage. Father shall include 
grandfather and. mother shall include grand- 
mother, i 

The husband, wife, father, mother and child of 
every old, blind, lame, mentally deficient or im- 
potent person or of any other poor person who is 
not able to work, shall nave maintenance in- 
cluding food, clothing, medical aid and lodging 
for such person. y 

The father of and the mother of every child 
under the age of sixteen shall provide mainten- 
ance for such child. No such person shall be 
liable to provide such maintenance if he is unable 
to do so out of his own property or by means 
of his own labour, nor to provide such main- 
tenance for any person who is able to maintain 
himself. 

The husband shall be primarily liable for the 
maintenance of his wife and the wife for that of 
her husband. ‘The liability of the mother shall 
not arise unless the father is unableand she is able 
to maintain the person in respect to whom.the 
order is sought,inor shall the liability of the 
grandfather arise unless both the father and the 
mother are unable and he is able to providesuch 
maintenance, nor that of the grandmother unless 
the father, mother and grandfather are all unable 
and she is able to provide such maintenance, and 
the liability of a grandchild shall not arise where 
any child is able to maintain such person. 

Where any person is liable under this Act 
to maintain a child or any poor person and fails 
todoso then the Attorney General or the Mayor 
or the Chairman of the Council of the City, Town, 
Village or Municipal District in which such person 
resides may upon application to a Judge of the 
District Court in which such person resides ob- 
tain a maintenance order against stich person. 

The Order may direct that the person shall be 
cared for by any person or persons or in a home, 
shelter or hospital or other institution, the 
period during which maintenance is to be, paid, 
the instalments and the amount of such instal- 
ments, to what person or institution payments 
are to be made, that any one or more of the 
persons herein liable for maintenance of another, 
whether they are named in the proceedings or.not 
shall pay such maintenance or contribute thereto 
if it seems to the Judge harsh or unfair that the 
person primarily liable should bear the whole 
or any part of the burden thereof, 

Any order under this Act may direct’ the 
Sheriff to levy the amount upon the goods and 
chattels of the person or persons against whom 
the order is directed. 

Any person who wilfully fails to comply with 
the terms of an order shall be liable upon sum- 
mary conviction to a fine not exceeding Five 
Hundred Dollars and in default of payment to 
imprisonment not exceeding three months. 


22.—AN ACT FOR RAISING MONEY ON 

THE CREDIT OF THE GENERAL 

REVENUE OF ALBERTA. 

The Government’ is authorized to raise by 
way of loan fora term not exceeding fifty years, 
at such rate of interest as the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor in Council may determine, a sum not ex- 
ceeding $7,250,000 for any or all of the purposes 
following: 

(a) Extension of Provincial Telephone Sys- 
tem, $4,250,000.00. 

(b) lor the Public Service, $3,000,000.00. 


23.—AN ACT FOR RAISING MONEY ON 


THE CREDIT OF THE GENERAL 
REVENUE FUND OF ‘THE PROVINCE. 


(To be applied during portion of year 1922.) 

The Government is authorized to raise 
by way of loan for a term not exceeding fifty 
years at such rate of interest as the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council may determine, a sum not 
exceeding $3,816,000.00 for any or all of the 
purposes following: 

(a) Extension. + Provincial 
tem, $2,000,000.00. 

(b) For the Public Service, $1,136,000.00. 

(c) For theconstruction, maintenance, opera- 
tion or improvement of railways, $710,000.00. 


24.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE MUNICIPAL 
HOSPITALS ACT. 


Where any district has a debenture indebted- 
ness no portion shall be detached nor attached 
until due provision has been made for the pro- 
tection of the holders of the debentures and such 
directions shall be made by the Public Utilities 
Commission, The Commission shall also have 
the like power to adjust assets and liabilities 
and taxation for the current yearas the Minister 
of Education has when any area is added to or 
taken from any school district. 

The persons entitled to vote at an election of 
members of the Board shall be those whose 
namesare upon the Hospital Voters’ list, prepared 
as directed by the Act and who do not owe 
hospital taxes or other money to the Board, 

Any hospital scheme may if so directed by the 
Minister provide for the payment of such por- 
tion of the salary and expenses of one or more 
Public Health Nurses as may be determined by 
Order in Council, Such nurse or nurses shall 
be appointed by the Minister and shall carry out 
school inspection of child welfare and other work 
of a like nature under the direction of the Minis- 
ter and shall be paid by the Department such 
portion of salary and expenses as may be directed 
by Order in Council. 

The salary and expenses, of all Public Health 
Nurses appointed herein shall be paid in fullin the 
first instance by the Department and the portion 
for which the Board is liable shall be paid to the 
Department. 

Where any person is liable to pay a tax in re- 
spect to any lot or other parcel of land such tax 
shall be at least twenty-five cents. ; 

Where any taxable person is not liable to pay 
a hospital tax in respect to land, then he shall pay 
a hospital tax of at least six dollars. 

The Secretary-Treasurer of every district shall 
within one month after entering upon his duties, 
furnish to the hospital district security by a bond 
or policy of guarantee in a sum to be named 
by the Board and such security shall be renewed 
at the beginning of each year or changed at other 
times, whenever renewal or change is required 
by the Board, 

Every trustee and every officer of a district 
shall before entering upon the duties of his office 
make and subscribe a declaration ina given form. 


HOSPITAL

25.-AN ACT TO AMEND ‘THE 


ORDINANCE, 

A Government grant from the first day of January, 
1920, is fixed at fifty cents per day for each person admitted 
toa hospital or treated fherein. An extra per diem allow- 
ance may be made to every hospital which provides for the 
treatment of patients suffering from tuberculosis or any 
other special class of patients. Regulations made by 
Order in Council or by any Hospital Board and approved 
by the Minister shall have the same force and effect as if 
they were provisions of the Act. 

The local authority within whose area a person has 
had his home for at least three successive months before 
being placed ina hospital, if notified by the hospital within 
a reasonable tine by registered mail shall pay the hospital 
the public ward charge per day of that hospital, such 
charge not to include any fee to a doctor and were the 
charge cannot be collected from the patient the flaximum 
amount payable by a town or a municipal district shall be 
$200, and by a village, $100. 

In the event of the death of a patient and his burial by 
the hospital the local authority shall repay said hospital 
such sumas may be fixed from time to time by the Minister. 

If any local authority enters into an agreement with 
any hospital for the care and treaument of its residents 
for an annual sum, the terms of payment fixed herein 
shall not apply. 

The Board of every hospital shall in respect to every 
child born in the hospital cause the proper form under 
The Vical Statistics Act to be filled up and signed by the 
mother before she leaves the hospital and thereafter to be 
forwarded to the Registrar of Vital Statistics. 


26.—-AN ACT TO AMEND THE VETERINARY ACT. 

Graduates of any veterinary school or college approved 
by the Senate of the University of Alberta who have passed 
the examination prescribed by the Senate and who present 
to the Association a certificate to that effect signed by the 
Registrar of the University shall be entitled to be registered 
as veterinary surgeons. 

The said Senate shall control the conduct of and all 
matters relating to the examination of candidates and

THE STEWART GOVERNMENT has 
initated more legislation for the benefit 
of the farmers and the rural population 
of the province than any other govern?

the province; the work for the benefit 
of farm women through the women’s in- 
stitutes; the splendid aid to farmers in 
connection with their marketing prob- 
lems, and the Hon. Duncan Marshall’s 
magnificient fight for the removal of 
the embargo. 


The Municipal Hospitals Act his been 
of great assistance in solving the ques- 
tion of medical attention in the sparse- 
ly populated parts of the province. Last 
year eight hospitals were in operation, 
and’a number of others are in contem- 
plation. The furnishing of nursing and 
medical service to the frontiers of set- 
tlement is a question that has received 
every possible attention from the gov- 
ernment. District nurses are sent out 
to isolated parts of the province, where 
the services of a doctor are not avail- 
able. The government also pays halt 
the cost of a public health nurse if two 
or three municipalities, in combination, 
will pay the other half, and this oppor- 
tunity is being taken advantage of to a 
large extent. 


The Stewart Administration has done 
everything in its power to help the far- 
mers and the residents of the rural parts 
of the province, and it confidently ap- 
peals for their support.

ROAST MEAT (How to Prepare) 


Roasting is cooking by exposure to direct action 
of dry heat on a spit or in an oven. The object of 
roasting is to retain the juices and develop a spec- 
ial flavor. Wipe meat with a damp cloth. Dredge 
surface with flour, salt and pepper. Put into hot 
oven for ten minutes to sear the surface, then re- 
duce the heat and add water to cover bottom of 


pan. Baste frequently. 


BRAISED MEAT (How to Prepare) 


Braising is steaming meat in its own juices in an 
oven. It is done by the cooking of meat with a 
small amount of water in the oven in a tightly cov- 
ered pan or kettle. It is a combination of stewing 
and baking. Cook in an oven at a low tempera- 
ture for a long time.

WHY THE STEWART 
GOVERNMENT SHOULD

Government of the people, by the 
people and for the people has estab- 
lished itself on an imperishable foun- 
dation in the province of Alberta since 
the autonomy act of 1905 came into 
effect. ; 

Alberta came into the realm of self 
government at a time when the or- 
der of things industrial, political and 
economic was changing rapidly. It 
was especially fitting that the young 
province with its. wealth of fertile ter- 
ritory and its new welcomed and fast 
increasing population should set out 
to write its history in a bold and vir- 
ile hand, Its people may well boast 
after a cycle of fifteen years that thus 
fur this hag been done. 

The Stewart government. today 
stands behind an imposing array af 
legislation, created during the last 
fifteen years, that has well met the 
needs of all classes of people in the 
province, and in numerous respects 
has become the model for other pro- 
gressive provinces of Canada, To the 
credit of Alberta it can rightfully and 
fairly claim to have been constantly 
in the forefront of advanced law-mak- 
ing, and without allowing itself to be 
drawn too far into the quicksands of 
“faddism” and “extremist” fallacies 
which invariably attach themselves to 
every movement for progress. 

Many Classes Benefitted 

Out of the mass of legislation which 
has taken form during the course of 
the various legislatures, many acts 
ure outstanding on the statute books 
which have been of inestimable bene- 
fit to the farmer, industrial worker, 
and the people generally’ in the social 
and economic sense. 

Without unduly heavy taxation, and 
without the ownership and control of 
the immensely rich natural resources 
of the province the Alberta govern- 
ment has assisted material develop- 
ment and attended to the needs of the 
people ag a whole to a remarkable de- 
gree. Vast areas of fertile lands were 
made available for settlement by the 
guarantee of railway lines into regions 
which otherwise would have been in- 
accessible to farmers for years, 

Progressive Highways Policy 

Legislation of direct and special be- 
nefit of the farmers of the province 
compiles into a complete list. Under 
the highway act of 1918 the public 
roads of the province are divided into 
two classes after consultation with the 
municipal authorities affected; these 
being main and district highways, the 
government contributing 75 per cent 
of the former and the local district 25 
per cent, while the proportion is re- 
versed in the case of district highways 
the control being vested in the heavier 
contributor in each instance. 

During a period of unfavorable sea- 
sons in certain portions of the province 


the provineial government provided a} 


generous measure of assistance, the 
advanees direct for seed grain, feed

tricts totalling $1,200,000 during the 
years LOIS, 1919, 1920, while the gov 
ernment has stood behind the muni- 
cipulities in this connection to the ex:

These 
societies are thus enabled to secure 
short term loans from the banks at 
the lowest possible rate of interest, 
the government assisting in every pos: 
sible way with the organization and 
the financing. . 

Municipal Hail Insurance

of mutual insurance against hail dam- 
age which has been working admirably 
under the direction of a board and un- 
‘der the guarantees of the government. 
Its working provisions and outstanding 
success in practical operations all over 
the province are’, factors sufficiently 
well known to require no explanation, 

In the: agricultural schools system 
the government policy since {ts inaug: 
uration in 1913 has become celebrated 
. throughout ‘Canada and outside, flor- 
ishing schools being established at 
six centres, with several hundred farm 
boys and girls in uttendance at each 
term. At the university, a college. of 
agriculture. provides higher channels 
of study for the graduates of these 
schools. - 

Under government legislation the 
dairying industry of Alberta hag reach- 

lf stage of perfection that ig now the 

envy of other provinces. In every 
| Way posible the industry has been as- 
sisted by the, government, and system- 
atic efforts are being made to open 
and maintain a better market for Al- 
berta egES.: 

The farm machinery act of 1913 ap 
plies to every machine and implement 
bought by-a‘farmer for use on a farm 
and protects him against terms in any 
contract which in the opinion of a 
judge may be unregronable. It re- 
quires that all such equipment be in 
satisfactory Working condition; that 
the seller be responsible for the repre- 
sentations of his agents, and that ev- 
tras and repairs be kept for a period 
of ten years. © 

In the legislation directly affecting 
labor the Alberta government has also 
led the way along practical and care- 
ful lines . For a new'province with its 
industrial life in the initial stages of 
development this labar legislation hag 
been sanely drafted’ and wisely admin- 
istered. ie 


Helping Coal Industry 

The mines act regulates the em- 
ployment of young. persons’ in mines; 
enables workmen to appoint their own 
officers, superintend hoists and weigh 

their own output; forces the existence 
of two outlets for every seam, and pro- 
vides for control and ventilation for 
inflammable gas, all through official 
mine inspection. From the other end 
the government during the last two 
years has made strong and systematic 
effort to open wider markets for Al- 
berta coal, 

Another advanced step wag the foun- 
dation in 1919 of government employ: 
ment bureaus where employers and 
employees are given service without 
charge, these bureaus being maintain: 
ed by the government in the main cen- 
tres of the province.

Veneiies a number of. workmen to 
incorporation for the

equal parental rights, not only as co- 
guardian but giving the mother in 1920 
every right to her child that, had been 
exclusively held’ by the father; even 
to sharing with the father his rights 
in the intestate estnte of the son or 


daughter. , 


The equal suffrage act giving wo- 
men equal rights with the men in the 
provincial and municipal voting was 
also enacted in 1916, 

Strides In Health Laws 

In the mattter of health legislation 
the government, took giant strides in 
1919 headed vy the establishment of-a 
department of public. health, the effi- 
ciency of which was splendidly put 
to the.test by the influenza epidemic. 
Simultaneously in the 1919 session 
came the municipal hospitals act en 
abling any territory to organize itself 
by a vote of the residents into a hos- 
pital district, with full power thereaf- 
ter to borrow money for the erection 
of a hospital and to locally control 
and operate the institution subject to 
government supervision. With this 
act should. be linked the public health’ 
nurses act of 1919, open for member- 
ship to any graduate nurse in Alberta 
who pledges herself to respond at all 
times to the Minister of Health in as- 
sisting to cope with an epidemic ,as 
well as carrying on health work in 
rural districts. 

The splendid institution at Ponoka 
stands as a testimony of what the gov: 
ernment has done to take care of the 
insane, while under the mental defec- 
tives act of 1919 this other class-of un- 
fortunategs are also being well looked 
after by the state. The official guard- 
fan act in some respects acts in a sim- 
ilar cupacity being the custodian of 
missing. persons, convicts and diseas- 
ed persons, In addition he acts as ad- 
ministrator of estates on order and is 
the official guardian of infants where 
no guardian is provided. 

The life insurance beneficiary act 
of 1916 and the insurance act of 1915 
sre two measures providing for careful 
supervision by the government of all 
insurance work in-the province. The 
sales of shares act with the public ut- 
flities commission constitutes the 
“Blue Sky” law of Alberta with the 
express mission of preventing wild cat 
schemes from being floated and de- 
frauding the public . 

Women's Institute Work 

Under the Women’s Institutes act 
of 1916 the government assists in the 
organization and in the carrying on of 
the: work of the women’s institutes 
the objects of which are well known 
throughout the Dominion and the suc- 
cessof which is unquestioned. 

In the dower act of 1917 th home is 
reserved to the wife not only. during 
the lifetime of her husband but after 
his death and during her lifetime.

This With the effect of the exemption 
from seizures ordinance of 1915, which 
protects the homestead from seizure 
under execution give adequate protec- 
tion to every home.. 

Under the tenancy by courtesy pro- 
visions the wife exercises full control 
of her own real estate, the husband 
formerly being entitled by common 
law to rents and profits of all her 
real estate during marriage and in cer- 
tain events, after death. 

The intestate succession act of 1920 
distributes the property of those dying 
without leaving a will in a manner 
most equitable: to the surviving rela- 
tives without distinction as to sex or. 
to the question of legitimacy. The 
property of a child leaving no hus- 
band, wife or issue,. is divided equally 
between the father and mother _ if 
living. 

A form of widow's pension is pro- 
vided for in the mother’s allowance 
act whereby the government pays to 
every widowed mother requiring as 
sistance a sum sufficient to enable her 
to raise and educate her family, one- 
half the cost being borne by the gov- 
ernment and the other half by the 
municipality in whicn she resides. 

The new jury act of last session an 
ables women to serve as jurors, al 
though it is not made conrpulsory 
The'act of 1918 for the prevention of 
venereal diseases was another pract-’ 
ical working out of a difficult prob- 
lem. 

The small debts act of 1918 yave 
justices of the peace jurisdiction in 
the matter of minor debts where the 
Crown wag not one of the: parties in- 
volved, or the title to land brought 
into question.
